
Councillor under fire for 
Teneriffe Path objection 


A TOWN councillor has been put at the 
centre of a row over a former public foot¬ 
path in Lyme Regis, which has been closed 
since the 1990s, after it was revealed that 
he objected to it remaining open. 

Teneriffe Path - a footpath which leads from Broad 
Street, alongside the Masonic Hall, to Marine Parade 
- has been closed to the public with a locked door on 
the seafront since the 1990s. 

The footpath was previously found to be a public 
right of way following an inquiry, but residents of ad¬ 
joining cottages on Marine Parade appealed against 
the decision. Another public inquiry is now set to be 
held on February 22nd 2017, from 10am at Wood- 
mead Halls. 

Lyme Regis residents took to social networking 
website Facebook last week to express their support 
for the re-opening of the path. But the campaign 
quickly turned sour after it was pointed out that town 
councillor Jeff Scowen, who lives at Teneriffe on Ma¬ 
rine Parade, held a key to the locked door through 
which he gains access to his house. 
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Councillor Scowen was asked why he would not un¬ 
lock the door for public use of the footpath, to which 
he replied: “All designated public footpaths should be 
open. If and when Teneriffe path is deemed to be such 
at the hearing in February I am in favour of it re open¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Scowen received further criticism after 
local journalist Geoff Baker revealed that he was 
among the Marine Parade residents to sign an objec¬ 
tion to the path being re-opened in 2013, which was 
published in Dorset County Council documents. 

The revelation led to another public spat between 
Councillor Scowen and fellow town councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds, who have openly argued with each other 
on Facebook on several occasions in recent weeks. 

Councillor Reynolds commented: “Oh what a tan¬ 
gled web we weave when first we practise to de¬ 
ceive.” 

Councillor Scowen replied: “True to form there 
Cheryl, jumping on the anti Jeff bandwagon.” 

Councillor Reynolds: “Only if the cap fits, Jeff.” 

Councillor Scowen: “Cheryl, you trot out, my

friend, the same old meaningless banter. If it’s not this 
old chestnut it’s ‘why don't you listen?’ You are a 
great person to be with at meetings unless someone 
disagrees with you and then you throw your toys out 
of the pram.” 

Councillor Scowen was questioned several more 
times over his reasons for not opening the path with 
his own key. 

He reiterated that he would be “in favour of it re¬ 
opening” if it was deemed to be a public right of way 
at the inquiry. 

Councillor Scowen added: “If and when the path is 
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opened, considerable work would need to be carried 
out on the steps. It’s pretty dangerous at the moment 
especially in the wet and at night as it is very poorly 
lit. 

“It’s a death trap and the county council would be 
sued if it was opened in this state when the inevitable 
injuries occur.” 

He later commented: “I walked into the situation as 
it is now. It was locked. Knowing that a public inquiry 
was due I left things as they were. I just want the 
truth. You can't assume ‘guilt’, i.e. that it is a defini-

York, and has since been sung annually in Cartmel 
Priory (Cumbria) in their Remembrance services, 
where my publisher is the director of music. 

"A West Country Communion Service" for unison 
voices is sung regularly in Bothenhampton 
church. "The Harvest Feast", just composed, was 
sung in three churches: Bothenhampton, Beamin¬ 
ster and United Church in Bridport. 


• WHAT inspired you be an organist? 

Even as a small child, I remember liking music. But 
the very first time I heard and organ, I was hooked. 
I remember drawing organ pipes on my slate in 
the infants school. The sound fascinated me, the 
way it kept going and not fading away like that 
made by pianos. My parents knew I was musical 
and arranged piano lessons for me, and when I 
started secondary school I had organ lessons. 
When I was good enough, I was given the privi¬ 
lege of playing in St John's Cathedral for the 
9.30am service on the fifth Sunday in each month. 
And let's be honest - no other instrument gives 
you such a feeling of power as being able to con¬ 
trol with your fingers and toes the tremendous 
sound of a large organ, all stops out! 


was published. I was runner-up in the St Paul's 
Cathedral Millennium Hymn Competition. My 
hymn tune "Christopher Wren" was sung in the 
London Millennium Service in the cathedral to the 
words which won the second prize, "Hidden 
Christ, alive forever", by Brian Wren. 

Later, I composed music for the organ, and more 
anthems were published by "Animus Music". 

"Blessed are you, Lord" (words by late Revd Joan 
Fry|), was sung in Wells Cathedral. My anthem, 
"They rest from their Labour" was composed for a 
local victim of the Twin Towers atrocity in New 


• WHAT is next for the music you have com¬ 
posed? 

I have composed a set of Responses for Evensong. 
These are to be sung by Parnham Voices in Wim- 
borne Minster on Sunday, October 30th. 

Finally, I have composed a march for Remem¬ 
brance Day, entitled "Beaminster Veterans". There 
are plans for it to be played by the Fairey Band in 
the parade in Beaminster on Remembrance Sun¬ 
day. And that our organist, Antony Saunders in¬ 
tends to play it in the church. 


• WHAT is your biggest achievement? 

My biggest achievement? Musically I cannot de¬ 
cide between two: passing the Fellowship of the 
Royal College of Organists was very difficult in¬ 
deed, and I am very glad I managed it.Then com¬ 
posing the hymn which was sung in the London 
Millennium Service in St Paul's Cathedral was a 
huge thrill. My wife and I were there by invitation. 


• WHEN did you start composing music? 

I composed music as a young child writing a few 
short pieces. I don't know what inspired me, tunes 
and harmonies just came into my mind. One won 
a prize in an eisteddfod. In my teens I composed a 
couple of part-songs for children's voices. They 
were sung but not published. Many organists 
compose occasional music for their choirs, usually 
when a special piece is needed urgently. I have 
composed a few. 
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• WHAT do you think is next for you in the fu¬ 
ture? 

At the age of 87, to be around for a bit longer! But 
I don't think I'll start any long-term projects. I 
would like to continue composing music. If I am 
remembered for just one piece (quite a number of 
composers are) that would be good. I have also 
started a book - "A Singer's Guide to Reading 
Music" because those who do not play an instru¬ 
ment find this difficult. I hope to get it finished. 


• TELL us some of the pieces you have com¬ 
posed...

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Council to consider grant for theatre 
as it predicts £10,000 year-e nd deficit 


THE Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis is cur¬ 
rently expecting a £10,000 year-end deficit 
after having to carry out emergency 
drainage work. 

Lyme Arts Community Trust, which operates the 
theatre, is expected to request a £3,500 grant from 
the town council at a meeting of the Tourism, 
Community & Publicity Committee tomorrow 
(Wednesday) night to help cover the costs of the 
drainage work. 

The council currently gives the theatre £30,000, 
with this agreement set to continue until 2020. It 
also granted the theatre an additional £20,000 last 
year towards roof repairs. 

A condition of the council’s grant agreement with 
the theatre is to hold meetings every March and 
September to review and evaluate the work of Ly¬ 
me Arts Community Trust against the agreement. 

At the September meeting, the trust reported that 
it was expecting a year-end deficit of £5,000 to 
£6,000 against its budget, but this situation was 
further compounded by emergency drainage works 
which cost £3,500. 

They said that if everything else remained the 
same until the end of their financial year, this 
would result in a year-end deficit of £10,000. 

In a report to be considered by councillors tomor¬ 
row night, town clerk John Wright said: “To pro¬ 
vide some context, the theatre’s budget is around 
£250,000pa and they hold no reserves. 

“LymeArts Community Trust believe their finan- 
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cial position could be improved by their autumn 
programme and the artistic director said she is pur¬ 
suing grant applications for the theatre. However, 
these wouldn’t address the operating deficit as they 
are for capital projects.” 

The town clerk reported that, to address the the¬ 
atre’s “cash flow problem”, the trust requested 
early payment of their third quarter grant from the 
town council, which was due on October 1st. Mr 
Wright said he authorised advanced payment of 
this on September 23rd. 

The trust has reported that its accountant would 
review its end-September 2016 accounts to firm- 
up the theatre’s financial position and year-end 
forecast. The trust is also in the process of review¬ 
ing its business plan, and is now expected to have 
an additional meeting with the town clerk in 
November because of its forecast deficit. 

The trust said that it had strengthened its gover¬ 
nance by recruiting new trustees to fill vacancies, 
but there were still two remaining vacancies and it 
was hoped that volunteers with human resources, 
ICT, legal or artistic backgrounds could be found 
to fill these positions. 

The announcement of the expected deficit comes 
after a turbulent few months for the theatre, which 
was put at the centre of a controversial council ar¬ 


gument about its rotunda at Cobb Gate, used to ad¬ 
vertise events at the Marine. The council eventu¬ 
ally agreed to remove the structure and find an 
alternative location for it, as they felt it was causing 
an obstruction, despite theatre supporters saying 
this would have a negative effect on ticket sales. 

Those in support of the rotunda said they did not 
understand why the council would do something 
that would negatively affect ticket sales after sup¬ 
porting the theatre with a grant, but Councillor 
Cheryl Reynolds said the theatre was “biting the 
hand that feeds it”. 

The theatre also received criticism on social 
media over the weekend, for hosting a comedy 
night on the same evening as a similar event at the 
Pilot Boat Inn, and for booking a professional pan¬ 
tomime later this year, which some argued would 
affect Lyme Regis Pantomime Society’s produc¬ 
tion in February. 

Theatre staff declined to comment on the accusa¬ 
tions made on social media.

tive public right of way, before a fair ‘trial’.” 

Lyme resident Matt Puddy, a keen commentator 
on local affairs, commented: “In other words you no 
more want it to be re-opened than those who also 
live there - hence you opposed it. Why not tell us 
that?” 

Councillor Scowen replied: “Read the post. That’s 
not at all what I say.” 

Councillor Reynolds asked: “Then who was the 
Jeff Scowen that signed in 2013?” 

Councillor Scowen: “Stop stirring it Cheryl... 
There is a public hearing on February 22nd to de¬ 
cide if this path is indeed a public right of way once 
and for all. Apparently, way before the time you de¬ 
scribe, it wasn’t according to the owners of Madeira 
Cottage and their barristers. Let’s all just wait and 
see.” 

Councillor Reynolds: “A simple yes or no will suf¬ 
fice. I will make the question clearer, did you sign 
the objection in 2013?” 

In his response, Councilor Scowen referred to the 
recent debate over the Marine Theatre rotunda, in 
which Councillor Reynolds voted to remove the 
structure despite public objection. 

He commented: “You, Cheryl Reynolds, are de¬ 
lighting I can see in attacking me over this and point 
scoring. You, who has a shameful disregard for the 
overwhelming public opinion regarding the rotunda 
debacle. You voted to remove it remember. 

“Many of you are being misled over this Teneriffe 


Path issue and I suggest you wait to hear both sides 
of the argument in February at the inquiry. Yes, it’s 
true that in the fairly re¬ 
cent past it was used as 


a public footpath but ap¬ 
parently there is evi¬ 
dence that before that 
time it was private. 

“Look, I can’t help 
where I live.

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Mrs Ethelston's celebrates planning 
permission for new school building

THE children, staff and trustees of Mrs Ethelston’s 
Primary Academy in Uplyme were delighted to be 
granted outline planning consent for a new school 
building in the village. 

The trustees have been working for some time to try 
to secure a new school building for the children of 
Uplyme, due to the severe lack of space and facilities 
at the current site. 

The trustees purchased land between the village hall 
and new housing at Master’s Close, and are now keen 
to progress the project further. 

A group of trustees, parents, staff and children went 
to support the planning application when it was dis¬ 
cussed at East Devon District Council. 

Following the decision, the council granted special 
permission for the children to speak in support of the 
application, and said they were very impressed by the 
children’s eloquent speeches. 

The pupils were also able to use the opportunity to 
learn how planning applications were considered and 
are now planning to recreate this in the classroom. 

Executive head Andrea Rice said: “We are delighted 
to have been granted outline planning permission. Al¬ 
though we already provide a very high standard of ed¬ 
ucation, a new school building would enable us to 
provide so many more opportunities, particularly with 
sport and outdoor activities, and the space to do many 


things that other schools take for granted. 

“We would like to thank all of the local people who 
have given their time to support us with this.” 

The trustees will now consider ways to obtain fund¬ 
ing for the new school, and are keen to see the project 
finally come to fruition. In the meantime, the site is 
being used by the children for a variety of outdoor 
learning experiences such as gardening, growing veg¬ 
etables and environmental work. 

It is hoped that a new outdoor classroom provided 
by the trustees and the PTFA will be an added bonus 
later this year. 

The planning consent includes permission for a new 
two-storey building, improvements to the existing ac¬ 
cess from Lyme Road, car parking, an all weather 
play and sports area with a grassed playing field and 
associated infrastructure. 

Speaking after approval of the plans, East Devon 
district councillor for the Trinity ward, Ian Thomas, 
said: “This is a major step forward and a great day for 
Uplyme, the result of many years work from all in¬ 
volved, with the overwhelming support of local resi¬ 
dents, parents staff and pupils, the new school team, 
trustees and governors and parish council - from the 
Uplyme Village Plan in 2005 through to the recent 
consultation exercise in Autumn 2012.

British Legion, Ian Marshal, said: "This was the first 
time for a number of years that the Lyme Regis 
branch has entered the competition and, for his 
first competition, Jon carried out a first class dis¬ 
play of drill and standard handling manoeuvres. 

"Sadly, he didn't win but as a first time entrant 
he was up against a couple of county stalwarts. 

"Talking to Jon afterwards, he explained that he 
just felt he wanted to enter, if only to feel he had 
earned the right to be our standard bearer. 

"Having watched the competition, I felt full of 
admiration for the tenacity and determination 
shown by Jon and his fellow entrants as they 
were subjected to an eagle-eyed examination of 
their turn out and bearing, as well as the close 
scrutiny of their drill and standard handling skills; 
my drill sergeant at the Royal Military Academy 
didn't appear to be as exacting as these two ex¬ 
perts! 

"So Jon, a great job done and you will be well 
placed for next year having been through the 
mill this year. The branch is very proud of you and 
you can hold your head high when you parade 
our standard during the Remembrance service in 
November."

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Residents object to Hawkchurch 'power station'

RESIDENTS of Hawkchurch, near Lyme Regis, said 
they have been taken by surprise by a planning ap¬ 
plication to build a gas-fire energy reserve facility off 
Stonebarrow Lane, on the outskirts of the village 

The application was submitted to East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council on September 13th and the closing date 
for the public’s comments is today (Wednesday), al¬ 
though objectors are still encouraging residents to 
submit their thoughts on the plans. 

The proposed main building would be 45 metres 
long, 10 metres high, with 13-metre chimneys and it 
is thought it will be visible from as far away as 
Thorncombe. 

Hawkchurch parish councillor Ruth Churchill said: 
“This proposal came to our attention in September 
but it didn’t go out to pre-application public consul¬ 
tation with the community. As a result, we have been 
frantically trying to raise awareness of the proposal 
for a plant that is entirely inappropriately sited and 
that the majority of the village are strongly opposed 
to.” 

The plant would be a short-term operating reserve 
power station, or STOR. Its aim is to provide elec¬ 
tricity at peak times, limited to 17 per cent of the year 
or 1,500 hours. 

Applicant STOR Power Ltd. is a sister company of 
NRG Solutions Ltd. and said in its application that 
renewable energy sources can be “unpredictable”, 
which is why there was a growing need for power 
plants that can respond quickly to local demand. 

The application added: “Reciprocating gas engine 
technology is a clean-burning, efficient and respon¬ 
sive technology.” 

However, local residents have raised concerns 
about the visibility of the industrial building and the 
potential impact on their health. 

Councillor Churchill and several Hawkchurch res¬ 
idents attended the Track Tree Lyme Regis and Turn 
Lyme Green screening of “The Power of Commu¬ 
nity”, a documentary about sustainable energy, in 
Lyme Regis last week and their plight was discussed 


during a question and answer sessions. An emergency 
meeting to discuss the issue further was also held in 
Lyme Regis on Sunday morning. 

Campaigners also met in Hawkchurch on Tuesday 
morning with protest placards. 

Sustainable living author and co-founder of Track 
Tree Lyme Regis, Tracey West, said: “There are sev¬ 
eral concerns being raised by Hawkchurch residents, 
including issues around visibility and health. The me¬ 
teorology of the area is entirely unsuited to this sort 
of industrial development. 

“The valley it sits in, is well known for fog which 
is caused by temperature inversions. These com¬ 
monly occur in coastal areas due to the upwelling of 
cold water, which decreases the surface air tempera¬ 
ture and then the cold air mass remains underneath 
the warm mass. 

“During an inversion episode, the warm inversion 
layer acts as a cap preventing atmospheric mixing and 
as a result, fumes and pollution are trapped low down 
and could easily cause respiratory problems.” 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has also opposed 
the application. 

He said: “This development will have an impact on 
the West Dorset AONB. I do not believe it is appro¬ 
priate, or in line with national planning policy, for in¬ 
dustrial installations to be located in ways that have 
such impact on landscape of national importance. 

“I hope, therefore, that this application will be re¬ 
fused.” 

Mrs West added: “Residents have also been dis¬ 
cussing the fact that the applicant is unable to confirm 
the technology they want to use, so therefore cannot 
give accurate outputs of noise and emissions and de¬ 
spite only being aware of the situation for a short 
time, they have amassed over a dozen pages of valid 
objections, however, there has been very little time 
to communicate with the village and coordinate a 
swift plan of action.” 

East Devon District Council has received well over 
100 objections to the proposal. Concerns include that 


it would be a “very large, 
unsightly industrial facil¬ 
ity on a greenfield site” 
and would be “totally in¬ 
appropriate for this area”. 

Mrs West continued: 

“Recent scientific reports 
have stated that the fossil 
fuel industry’s emissions 
of greenhouse gasses are 
around 60 per cent 
greater than were previ¬ 
ously estimated. Also, in 
September 2016 - com¬ 
monly a period when at¬ 
mospheric carbon 

dioxide is at its minimum 
- the monthly count 
failed to drop below 400 
parts per million making 
2016 the year where sci¬ 
entists say it will never 
drop below that marker 
again. Building another gas fired power station is the 
last thing we should be doing! 

“It will have a detrimental impact with other devel¬ 
opments in the locality (solar farms and the electricity 
sub-station), and will create an industrialised land¬ 
scape.” 

Mrs West said she believed the plans conflicted 
with several of East Devon District Council’s plan¬ 
ning policies, as it would “neither conserve, nor en¬ 
hance the environment”, was “neither renewable nor 
low-carbon”, “does not respect the key characteristics 
and special qualities of the area” and was “not envi¬ 
ronmentally sustainable”. 

Simon West, an environmentalist from Lyme Regis, 
added: “The 20 megawatt capacity of this plant rep¬ 
resents less than one per cent of the generating ca¬ 
pacity currently in the South West. All in all, that’s a 
trivial amount for the considerable damage that it 


would cause to Hawkchurch and the surrounding en¬ 
virons.” 

The deadline for the public to submit comments to 
East Devon District Council on this application is 
today, but Axminster town councillor Ian Hall has 
promised to renew attempts to extend the consulta¬ 
tion period.

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Ambulance service told it'requires 
improvement 7 following inspection 


THE South Western Ambulance Service 
NHS Foundation Trust (SWASFT) service 
has been told it “requires improvement” 
following an inspection in June. 

The trust has been told it must make im¬ 
provements to some of its services by Eng¬ 
land’s chief inspector of hospitals. 

Overall the service was rated as “requires 
improvement” by the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) although its services were 
rated “outstanding” for caring and “good” 
for being responsive. 

Professor Sir Mike Richards, chief in¬ 
spector of hospitals, said: “As demand for 
emergency care grows year by year, our 
ambulance services have never been bus¬ 
ier. 

“I know that South Western Ambulance 
Service is at the forefront of national im¬ 
provements in the ambulance service, ex¬ 
ploring better ways to deal with 
emergency calls so that people get the at¬ 
tention they need, in the right place at the 
right time. 

“The trust has a strong and stable leader¬ 
ship team, which has put quality and safety 
as key priorities and has organised the staff 
and resources well across a wide geo¬ 
graphic area, responding well, on the most 
part, to the most urgent calls, and working 
closely with other NHS providers to max¬ 
imise the effectiveness of the service. 

“We found staff in the emergency opera¬ 
tions centres and emergency and urgent 
services to be outstanding in the way they 
supported people who were distressed or 
overwhelmed in often highly stressful sit¬ 
uations. 


“However, we also found some variation 
in quality across the services we inspected. 
There were significant gaps in mandatory 
training and we found the levels of staffing 
were not always sufficient to provide relief 
when staff were training, or on leave. 

“I am concerned that not all staff were re¬ 
porting incidents, particularly when they 
were verbally abused by callers. 

“Some felt they did not have time to re¬ 
port all incidents, so losing the chance to 
learn from them and take appropriate ac¬ 
tion in future. 

Check on progress 

“During the inspection we identified a 
number of areas for improvement which 
we have passed on to the trust and to local 
commissioners. Our inspectors will return 
at a later date to check on their progress.” 

The service was rated “requires improve¬ 
ment” for emergency and urgent care and 
patient transport services, for which they 
were rated as “inadequate” for well led; 
“good” for out of hours, emergency oper¬ 
ations centre and “outstanding” for re¬ 
silience. 

Ken Wenman, chief executive of 
SWASFT, said: “The ‘outstanding’ care 
rating for staff based in our clinical hubs 
handling 999 calls and our ambulance 
crews and first responders out on the roads 
across the South West is well deserved and 
recognises the amazing patient care deliv¬ 
ered every day, around the clock. 

“Clinical hub staff are often the first 
point of contact with the ambulance ser¬ 
vice and their ‘outstanding compassion, 
kindness and respect towards caller and 


patients, often under a high level of pres¬ 
sure’ has rightly been recognised by the 
CQC. 

“Their dedication, professionalism and 
‘grace’ when working under ‘extreme 
pressure’, together with the ‘numerous ex¬ 
amples’ of ambulance crews going the 
extra mile for patient comfort, along with 
their passion for patient care and wellbe¬ 
ing, is something I am extremely proud of. 

“The overall rating of ‘outstanding’ for 
resilience planning reflects the robust sys¬ 
tems in place to deliver high quality sup¬ 
port for major incidents, large public 
events and special operations. 

“This function also encompasses our 
hazardous area response teams (HART) 
and air ambulance provision throughout 
our diverse region, and the dedicated and 
committed staff working within it. 

“No other ambulance trust has received 
an ‘outstanding’ rating for resilience, so it 
is an achievement we are extremely 
pleased with. 

“We make every effort to encourage 
feedback from patients and I am assured 
that the CQC inspection team, without ex¬ 
ception, received only positive comments 
from patients, something I am told is al¬ 
most unheard of. 

“Where there are specific lessons to leam 
from the report we will of course take the 
necessary actions to make positive 
changes and improvements.”

Police report on spate of 
kayak thefts from harbour 


KAYAK owners are being reminded 
to secure their craft after a spate of 
thefts from Lyme Regis harbour. 

The police have received five re¬ 
ports of kayaks being stolen from 
the harbour since the start of 
September. 

The kayaks have been stolen from 
the racks next to the harbourmas¬ 
ter's office at the Cobb, in the boat 
park and at the sailing club, with 
two taken on the night of Septem¬ 
ber 10th, one between September 
27th and October 6th, and two 
sometime between September 
29th and October 8th. 

The latest to be stolen include a 
red and orange RTM Mambo Kayak 
taken from the sailing club rack, and 
a marbled orange and yellow sin¬ 
gle-person kayak from a rack on 
Marine Parade. This was secured 
with a combination lock but the 
bolt was cut. 

It was also reported on social 
media on September 29th that a 
handmade tender boat was stolen 
from the tender rack on the slipway, 
although this was not included in 
the police report. 


The sudden spate in thefts has led 
some to criticise security measures 
at the harbour. 

Harbourmaster Grahame Forshaw 
said that he believed the kayaks 
were "probably stolen to order", as 
most of them were new, and has re¬ 
minded owners that they are re¬ 
sponsible for securing their own 
craft. 

He said: "We do ask people to 
make sure their kayaks are secure. 
They are responsible for providing 
good quality locks and chains. 

"We do have limited CCTV cover¬ 
age on the racks. This is not ideal 
and we are going to improve our 
system when our office gets rebuilt. 

"When people ask for storage, we 
ask them to take their kayaks away 
out of season when it is darker and 
there are less people around. We do 
our best to question people when 
they take kayaks but people come 
and go all the time. 

"It's unfortunate. They were prob¬ 
ably stolen to order as most of them 
were quite new. It's a shame and I'm 
very sorry for the people who have 
been affected."

TULIPTIPS

OF all the bulbs, tulips are probably the 
most varied in size and colour, ranging from 
dainty dwarf specimens to frilly, feathery 
forms and stand-up-straight majestic types. 

They don't need planting as early as nar¬ 
cissi or snowdrops. In fact, tulips shouldn't 
be planted before the end of October, as 
early planting will result in soft growth 
which is susceptible to the fungal disease, 
tulip fire. 

If you're growing them in pots, generally 
they are best grown alone because they 
don't survive a typical summer without 
being lifted and dried off after flowering. 

If you want a stand-alone colour and type 
of bulb, consider sowing grass seed on the 
surface soil once you've planted the bulbs, 
which will create a swathe of green as the 
bulbs emerge, avoiding visible empty pock¬ 
ets of soil. 

However, you can achieve some gorgeous 
combinations which could also help hide 
the unsightly appearance of the bulbs once 
they have finished flowering and are start¬ 
ing to look straggly. 

Variegated dwarf ribbon grass, for exam¬ 
ple, is an excellent pairing with the deep 
burgundyTulipa 'Queen of Night'. The grass 
makes a terrific foil for the almost-black tulip 
flowers and will last long after the blooms 
have gone.

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If you are planting a single layer of bulbs, 
fill the pot to within four or five times the 
depth of the bulb from the top of the pot. 
You can plant the bulbs closer together in a 
pot than you would in the ground, leaving 
them around 1cm apart if they are small 
tulips, but a bit more space for varieties with 
larger blooms. Then fill the rest of the pot 
with compost, up to around 3cm from the 
top of the rim. Also, be aware that tall bulbs 
in shallow containers don't generally suc¬ 
ceed. 

When planting, the most important thing 
is that the soil is well drained. Add a handful 
of grit to multi-purpose compost at planting 
time and place crocs, small stones or broken 
pieces of polystyrene plant trays in the base 
and ensure you have drainage holes in the 
container. 

Stand the pot on feet to stop autumn and 
winter moisture seeping in upwards from 
the ground and rotting the bulbs. 

In severe winter weather, move the pots 
closer to the house so they escape the worst 
of the excess wet and chilling wind. But 
once the days become slightly warmer in 
early spring, move them out into the open 
and don't let the pots dry out or you'll be left 
with stunted foliage and poor flowers. 

Once the bulbs are in full leaf growth, the 
pots should be watered periodically, when 
the compost feels dry. 

So, which tulips do best in pots? Well, in 
deep pots you might go for tall varieties 
such as triumph whose stems grow up to 
40cm, flowering in late spring.These include 
T. 'Prinses Irene', which has glowing orange 
blooms flamed with purple, and 'Bing 
Crosby', a scarlet variety. 

Shorter single early tulips such as 'Apricot 
Beauty' also work well in pots, as do taller 
single late and Darwin tulips including 
'World's Favourite', a hot orange-red type, or 
the lily-flowered T. 'Ballerina', with its vibrant 
orange flowers which open fully on sunny 
days. 

In fact, most tulips are perfect for pots - 
just avoid those with weak stems and very 
heavy flowers which are prone to flopping. 

Many bulbs grown in pots can be left in 
the compost if they are kept completely dry 
during the dormant period in summer. A 
frost-free greenhouse or cold frame is ideal 
and many gardeners lay the pots on their 
sides. 

Tulips must have a dry rest after flowering, 
so if you plant summer bedding on top of 
them which you are intending to regularly 
water all summer, don't leave the bulbs in 
the container or they will just rot. You'll need 
to lift and dry them after they die down and 
store them safely until late autumn. 



WHAT TO DO 
THIS WEEK

• Place dustbins full of water under greenhouse 
staging. They warm up during the day, releasing 
their heat at night and act as storage heaters. 

• Plant out hardy primulas raised from seed or di¬ 
visions. 

• Harvest cobnuts, hazelnuts and filberts when 
husks begin to yellow, but before they start drop¬ 
ping. 

• Continue to pickfast maturing vegetables, such 
as French beans, runner beans, courgettes, cu¬ 
cumbers, peppers and tomatoes, to prevent 
them becoming stringy, tough or bitter. 

• Where grass growth is thin and sparse, over¬ 
seed now with a suitable grass seed mixture. 

• Lift onions and shallots once the foliage has 
started to die back. 

• Take cuttings of rosemary, lavender, bay and 
hyssop. 

• Take hardwood cuttings from gooseberry 
bushes to increase stock. 

• Sow sweet peas in a cold frame or the green¬ 
house for early summer blooms next year. 

• Plant new perennials while the soil is still warm, 
but moisture levels are increasing. 

• Wait for the first frosts to hit dahlias and cannas 
before lifting the tubers or rhizomes. 

• Buy spring-flowering bedding plants, such as 
bellis, primula, wallflowers and violas. 

• Prune out any dead, dying or diseased shoots 
on fruit trees that are affected by diseases such 
as bacterial canker, cherry leaf scorch, powdery 
mildew or other problems that can overwinter. 



IT'S TIME FOR 
PARSNIPS

THEY are among my favourite root vegeta¬ 
bles, whether in soups and casseroles, or 
dipped in finely grated Parmesan or even 
maple syrup and roasted, as a Sunday lunch 
accompaniment. 

Pick a spot in sun or light shade and pre¬ 
pare the soil in autumn, removing stones. A 
deep, light soil is best for root formation. 
Rake in a general purpose fertiliser when 
preparing the seed bed. 

Seeds should be sown thinly in spring. Be 
patient, because they are slow to germinate 
-it can take up to five weeks. To help you re¬ 
member where they are when you are 
weeding, sow a quick-growing crop such as 
radishes among them. 

Parsnips don't need much looking after. 
Keep weeding and water if there is a pro¬ 
longed dry spell. The roots should be ready 
for lifting when the leaves begin to die 
down in autumn. They can be left in the 
ground whatever the weather, so just lift 
them as you need them. 

Good varieties include 'Tender and True' 
and 'Gladiator', said to be resistant to canker, 
with smooth, tapered roots and ideal for 
small gardens.

A MOVING EXPERIENCE

ARE your borders looking overgrown and over¬ 
crowded? If some of your stalwart shrubs and peren¬ 
nials have outgrown their space or simply aren't 
thriving in their current position, it may be time to 
move them.The best time to transplant shrubs is while 
they are dormant, between late autumn and early 
spring. Choose a day when the ground isn't frozen or 
waterlogged. 

There's always a risk when you move plants and the 
larger the plant, the more risk there is that you'll lose 
it. But there are ways to minimise that risk. 

Small herbaceous perennials and compact shrubs are 
relatively easy to move if you water them thoroughly 
and then dig them up with as much root as possible, 
repositioning them somewhere where there's more 
room or where conditions are more favourable. Water 
them in well and keep them well watered during the 
autumn in the absence of rainfall. 

Mature shrubs are harder work to move, but it's best 
to do it after a bout of rain. 

Generally those that move most easily are the ones 
with fibrous roots - masses of thin roots which remain 
shallow in the soil. More problematic to move are 
those with tap roots, which are much thicker and there 
are fewer of them. It's difficult to move these without 
breaking the roots. 

First, decide where you are going to replant any large 


shrubs. Dig a hole slightly big¬ 
ger than the root ball of soil is 
going to be and add organic 
matter to the soil as well as 
slow-release fertiliser. 

For trauma-free transplanting of large shrubs, first 
make a wide circle at least 30cm from the shrub with a 
spade and dig a deep trench following the circle's 
curve. Use a garden fork to loosen the earth around the 
ball of the roots, then gently fork the surplus earth 
from around the roots. 

If the stems or branches of the shrub are unwieldy, 
tie them loosely with garden string so they don't snap 
off or get damaged during the excavation. 

Once the ball of roots has been loosened, dig your 
spade under the root ball as far as you can, levering 
gently as you go around the circle. The aim is to keep 
as large a root ball attached to the plant as possible. 

When you feel the shrub move, tilt it to one side and 
slide a length of plastic sheeting or sacking under¬ 
neath the root ball. Tilt the shrub the other way and 
manoeuvre the sacking so that it comes underneath 
the whole root ball, then wrap it up and tie it around 
the trunk securely, to minimise water loss and keep the 
root ball and soil intact. 

Unwrap the sacking and carefully place the shrub in 
its original depth. Fill the hole with displaced soil, firm 
in gently with the ball of your foot to get rid of any air 
pockets and give it a good soaking.Water regularly 
until the plant becomes established and mulch with 
organic matter. Large shrubs may need support for a 
year or two.

Watercolour techniques shared 
with Lyme Regis Art Society 



THIS week's guest artist for Lyme Regis Art Society's 
meeting was Dee Cowell, who gave a demonstra¬ 
tion entitled "Expressive Watercolour"and im¬ 
pressed members with the televised recording 
which made it easy to appreciate her different tech¬ 
niques and use of colour. 

Demonstrating a variety of products from Der¬ 
went, Dee entertained with personal stories about 
her childhood and family in Zambia whilst working 
on heavy Derwent Watercolour paper (1401b) with 
their watercolour and Inktense pencils. 

She often uses watercolour directly onto canvas 
as the pigment is the same in all media, just requir¬ 
ing other substances to turn it into pastel or acrylic 
paint. She showed members brass-rubbing effects 
produced with an embossing tool under paint and 
how AquaWax mixed with water gives a resist finish. 

For her big picture, Dee traced an image of three 
zebras using Tracedown paper, having previously 
obtained permission from the photographer, and, 
after covering the white areas with Aquawax, 
splashed on cool reds and blues, allowing colours 
to mingle. When the paint dried, she added pencil 
darks and lifted highlights with white ink or acrylic, 
darkening corners to lead the eye to the important 
areas in the middle. 

After tea, she began a painting of two boxing 


hares. She showed members a pencil sharpener 
produced by Derwent, creating a long sharp point 
to draw in the basic outline, before using a tiny 
mesh grater called a sprinkler (also from Derwent 
Accessories) to grate three primary colours onto the 
fur. 

A fine mist of water immediately created pools of 
colour which she blended into soft browns with a 
long blade like brush, called a sword brush, produc¬ 
ing strokes reminiscent of Chinese calligraphy. She 
washed in a faded blue background and then cre¬ 
ated a grassy effect in the foreground using a comb 
brush and her fingers. 

This loose style and unblended patches of colour 
created the effect of sunlit movement - an amazing 
result after only 30 minutes work. 

Dee will be running a workshop for the society at 
Lyme Regis Football Club on October 24th, 10am to 
1 pm. 

The society meets on alternate Tuesdays in the 
Woodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm.The next meet¬ 
ing is on Tuesday, October 18th when Laurence Bel- 
bin will demonstrate oil painting followed by a 
workshop on Monday, October 24th.

AS part of the series of late summer concerts at 
St Michael’s Parish Church, organised by the 
Lyme Regis Organ School, 15 aspiring young 
organists gave a combined recital last week 
playing the church’s impressive Skrabl organ. 

There was an excellent audience, including 
the parents, families and friends of the young 
players. 

Each student was at a different stage in their 
organ studies, ranging from beginners to ad¬ 
vanced Grade 8 and beyond. There was also a 
wide age range, from eight to 17. 

Many of the young organists are being trained 
under a scheme called “PipeUp” set up by the 
Diocese of Salisbury eight years ago, and at pre¬ 
sent co-ordinated by Dr Richard Godfrey, mu¬ 
sical advisor to Lyme Regis Organ School. 

Dr Godfrey said: “The concert lasted an hour, 
and it was quite a feat to make sure that all 15 
players followed on smoothly without undue 
delay while the organ stool height was adjusted, 
the right stops were pulled out, and the players 
put on their special organ-playing shoes. 

“During each change-over another PipeUp 
tutor, Peter Parshall, provided interesting facts 
about the music to be played. 


“The programme progressed from the 
youngest to the oldest player and followed the 
gradual increasing demands of the grade exams 
of the Associated Board. 

“The first and last players were brothers. Or¬ 
lando Henshaw, aged eight, played a decorated 
Lutheran chorale by Liibeck, whilst his brother 
Alexander, aged 17, played a flamboyant piece 
of Messiaen (Joie et Clarte) to round off the 
concert with specular virtuosity. 

“In between we heard fine musical playing of 
a very wide range of attractive pieces, showing 
off the organ’s many colours.” 

The PipeUp scheme is supported and encour¬ 
aged by the Archdeacon of Sherborne, Paul 
Taylor, who is himself an organist and aware of 
the very few organists available in many places 
to play for services. 

Several of the young people who played on 
Sunday are now proficient enough to play reg¬ 
ularly for church services. 

Dr Godfrey added: “Lyme Regis is indeed for¬ 
tunate to be able to offer the opportunity to learn 
to play, using the magnificent instrument in the 
Parish Church.”

Young Bees suffer challenging experience

BRIDPORT Reserves' manager Shaun An- 
netts was very critical of the referee follow¬ 
ing his side's 2-2 draw at home to 
Blandford United on Saturday. 

Leading 2-1 at half-time, the young Bees 
were subjected to some very physical 
treatment in the second half as Blandford 
decided to change tactics to get even. 

Whilst he did not feel that their oppo¬ 
nents approach was necessarily responsi¬ 
ble for his side not winning, in fact they 
had a wonderful opportunity to have 
scored a third which may well have closed 
the game out, he was highly critical of the 
referee for allowing a number of chal¬ 
lenges to go unpunished. 

In addition he felt the Royals'equaliser 
in added time should have been ruled out 
when keeper Billy Fleet was knocked into 
the net by a number of opponents follow¬ 
ing a corner. 

The game had started so well for the 
Bees who boasted nine players under 20- 
years of age, something Annetts was quick 
to confirm was mainly through ability and 
not unavailability. 

They took the lead when Josh Hull 
glanced captain Luke King's free kick into 
the top corner, before they increased their 
lead on the half hour when Hull played a 
superb ball into the path of Josh Hunter 
who ran on to beat the keeper. 

It was at this stage that the Royals 
changed tactics, and they became very 
physical in their approach which coin¬ 
cided with getting a goal back before the 
break. 

Their chances had been limited to the 
odd occasion when they got round the 
back of the Bees defence, but they were 
thrown a lifeline when not for the first time 
this season, Bridport were caught in pos¬ 
session in their last third of the pitch. 

This time it was Nathan Storey who lin¬ 
gered instead of clearing, and when he 
was robbed it gave Paul Ford the opportu¬ 
nity to run on and beat Fleet in the home 
goal. 


Whether it was a deliberate tactic to use

flag for offsides and throw-ins.

"Josh Hull was running clear on goal 
when he was elbowed in the face in a clear 
act to impede and hurt him which war¬ 
ranted a straight red card. 

"The ref may say he was unsighted, but I 
know the assistant saw it because he was 
stood next to me. 

"Then Ashley Walkey was brought down 
with a tackle from behind that left six stud 
marks on the back of his leg. Before Hull 
was subjected to an aerial challenge from 
behind with such force it left him con¬ 
cussed. 

"On top of that Billy Fleet was clattered 
by a number of their players when the last 
minute corner that resulted in the 
equaliser was delivered under the cross¬ 
bar." 

He was keen to point out however that 
he had not been looking for extra protec¬ 
tion because of his young side, or that in¬ 
deed he was blaming the referee 
necessarily for the result, particularly as 
Henry Davey had a great chance to make 
it 3-1 early in the second half, but unfortu¬ 
nately skied it over the top from close 
range. 

"We didn't play as well after the interval, 
but if their defender had been sent off for 
the foul on Josh Hull we might have had 
an advantage. 

"My lads don't need extra protection, I'm 
just asking the official to referee the game 
as it should be. I know as a former referee 
that they have bad games, and I thinkthey 
should acknowledge that." 

"Despite it being just about the worst 
refereeing display I have seen at Bridport, 


I thought my side gave a very disciplined 
performance in light of the treatment they 
got."
